Four Notable Candidates. 

The General Election of 1900 will be remark- 
able for the number of eminent men who offered 
themselves as candidates. Among these.are the 
four gentlemen whose portraits we give: Mr.

1890 he practised as a doctor in Southsea. Asa 

traveller he is also well known, for he has visited 

the Arctic regions, Africa, etc. 

Captain Lambton 

is one of the Earl of Durham's five brothers. 

Captain Lambton is à keen sailor whose naval 
sareer began in 1870, when he was fourteen. 
His first service was that of Flag-Lieutenant to 
Admiral Sir Beauchamp Seymour, at the bom- 
bardment of Alexandria, in 1882. He was also 
present at the battle of Tel-el-Kebir, and served 
throughout the Egyptian War. He then went 
on the Royal yacht, and was made Captain 
in 1889, nineteen years only after entering the 
Navy. In 1894 he was appointed private secre- 
tary to the First Lord of the Admiralty, and in 
1897 was selected to command the Powerful and 
to proceed to the China Station. The state of 
affairs in South Africa caused the Admiralty to 
break her voyage at the Cape, and to send her 
on subsequently to Durban. The result is now 
a matter of history.

Mr. Gilbert Parker,

for volunteers to go out with him and try to 
bring in one of some big guns that lay useless 
under the fire of the enemy. He went out alone 
to the nearest gun and fastened a drag-rope to 


one of Rundle’s! it, then beckoned to his men, who doubled out 


to join him. This was under a heavy fire at only 
850 yards’ range. The attempt was not suc- 
cessful, but Captain Gordon would not retire 
until he had seen all the wounded removed. 


Private C. Ward, 


9nd Battalion King's Own Yorkshire Light 
Infantry, at Lindley on June. 26, when a picket 
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was surrounded by 500 Boers at close quarters, 
undertook, with the almost practical certainty of 
being shot, to carry a message for reinforcements 
to the signalling-stätion, 150 yards in the rear.

War Office Waking up. 


One of the chief causes of complaint against the 
efficiency of cur guns has lately been remove 
by the War Office. At the beginning of the war 
it was urged that the artillery did not possess 
shrapnel-sheils with a fuse of sufficiently slow 
burning power to allow of their bursting beyon 
2500 yards. : 

This defect has now been entirely remedied. 
A new fuse has been introduced which enables 
field-guns to burst shrapnel at 5400 yards, au 
proportionately increases the range of horse 
artillery. 


Komati Poort.

Lord 
Kitchener reported from Malebane “Station that 
the Selati branch was blocked with. rolling-stock, 
and that as the bridge over the Crocodile River 
on this'line was intact, there would not be mueb 
difficulty in getting it away. During a short 
march which General Barton made from Krugers- 
dorp he took nine prisoners, of war, 720 trek- 
oxen, 950 cattle, 1000 sheep, 34: ponies, and 1% 
wagons.

the soil is fairly good and the position favourable, they 
merely require to be planted and left undisturbed for several 
years to ensure the most pleasing results. Planted in 
partially shaded positions under trees, or in front of shrubs, 
they are equally at home; but never appear to greater 


advantage than when growing in substantial clumps of six 
or eight roots in a clump, in association with other spring- 
flowering plants, and where their elegance and beauty is 
most attractive. Planting in the open ground should take 

lace as early as convenient in autumn, and the bulbs 
should be planted six or eight inches apart, with 
their crowns four to six inches below the surface, select- 
ing, if possible, a partially shaded position, where the bulbs 
are not likely to be disturbed for a few years. , Should the 
soil be poor, it may be enriched by the addition of some 
well-decayed cow-dung, the best that can be used for this 
purpose; and a slight top-dressing to the beds in winter of 
some short well-decayed manure will greatly add to their 
vigour in early spring, and- some grand flowers for exhibi- 
tion may be had. 

Pigeon Fountain and Hopper. 

Mr. Edwin Parr, of Cobridge, Staffs., sends me one 
of his patent pigeon fountain and hoppers, which I 
regret not being able to put 
into practical use until next 
spring, for I have left the 
country for the present. So 
far as I am able to judge, 
however, it is quite equal. to 
anything on the market, being 
made of best earthenware, 
glazed both inside and out. 
There are only two parts, the 
jar or body, and the saucer 
or trough. The inside is 
cleansible, and acts as well 
with food or water, being very 
easily filled, automatie in 
action, and cannot get out of 
order. A great thing in its 
favour is that the contents are 
supplied as fast and no faster 
than is required, and cannot 
get fouled. The trough sur- 
rounds the body, thus allowing 
ample space for a number of 
birds to feed at once. It can 
also be moved about by the 
knob, without the contents 
being spilt. In using, fill the 
jar or body, placing tbe saucer on it, seeing that the raised 
parts fit the grooves; then turn over quickly, lift the jar 
by the knob, and turn round until the nibs come under the

As Lady Oglander, 
Miss Fanny Coleman was admirably humorous in 
the portrayal of the vain and conceited dupe of 
the scheming valet, who had ingratiated himself 
by saving her pet dog; and Miss Carlotta Addi- 
son, of late seen mainly as a dear, prim, sweetold 
lady, exhibited her versatility as the cringing 
mother of the unconscionable valet. The 
* Lackey's Carnival " situation itself is an 
orgie of a vulgar kind, framed to develop still 
further the rascality of Tarboy (who flirts with 
the maid he has made his victim and with Miss 
Ida Yeoman, a very pretty Fanny, at the same 
time), and to: bring his iniquities to a head 
Mr. Herbert Waring was rather thrown away in 
the part of the jealous husband, who unmasks 
Tarboy's villainy. And the whole piece fails 
to give entire satisfaction because of the 
prevailing | sordidness and meanness and 
absence of brightness. In real life, Mr. Jones 
should remember, the bad is leavened with the 
good, and there is sunshine, happily, behind the 
blackest cloud. 

The next new play, produced the following 
night at the Garrick by Mr. Arthur Bourchier, 
proved exceedingly powerful It was by Mr.
